Foreign Intelligence. 
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Berwin, March 26, 

Yeiterday arrived at Portzdam, the reign- 
ing Duke of Brunfwick. We learn that the 
King of Pruffia has conferred on the Prince 
Royal, his eldeitfon, the degree of Colonel, 
by giving him the regiment of Proflian Infan- 
try. The warlike preparations at this place 


proceed with great activity; the different 


corps of artillery have received orders to get 
ready the provifion wagyons, and other ne- 
ceflaries for the approaching march of an 
army. 





Paris, April to. 

The complaints and difcomtents of the peo- 
ple, which have beeu felt for fome weeks 
paft, have kept the city ina continual flate of 
alarm for fear of fome frefh explofion. Every 


“body thinks that fome new plot is contriving, 


though no one can difcover, or even trace 
the origin of their fufpicions. From the 
thonfands of fpies employed to watch the 
converfation of the citizens, a general difli- 
dence prevails among all focieties,—in fhort, 
the Police is more dreadful at the prefent 
juncture, than in the days of the molt def- 
potic Monarch, 

In chis fituation of affairs—a meffenger 
arrived on Monday at the French Minifter’s, 
with the following news, which may ferve 


‘to elucidate the caufe of this general fufpi- 


cion and diffidence, atthe fame time that it 
refutes all the idle ftories of Count Maille- 
bois’s being at Turin. 

Lieutenant Generel Count de Maillebois, 
who was iuvited by the Dutch to command 
their forces, at the time of the Revolution in 
Holland, has been obliged to fly Paris, having 
been publickly denounced by his own Secreta- 
ry, Monf. Maflot de Grand Maifon, as me- 
ditating a Counter Revolution, the plan of 
which was to have been directed in the follow- 
ing manner ; 





The depofition hatés—that Count Maille- 
bois had requefted eight millions of the King 
of Sardinia, and the fame fum of the Kings 
of Spain and Naples lie propofed farther to 
open a loan, in the nature of the former, 
which he flattered himfelf would foon fill— 
the firft Monarch was to furnifh an army of 
25,000 men, which was to enter the king. 
dom in three divifions—into Dauphiny,~ by 
Embrun ; into the Lyonefe, by Savoy; and 
into Province, by ‘Nice. The mal-contents 
of thefe provinces were to*join this army, and 
others were to be invited by manifeftoes, 
bounty-money, &c. &c. Lyons, an Arifto- 
cratic town, was to be the Fendezvous, and 
thither would his Majefty have been invited 
to repair, on the potitive afléverations of M. 
de Maillebois, that in following jhis well-con- 
certed plan, the journey might be undertaken 
without the leaft danger. 

The petty Princes of Germany were like. 
wife te enterAlface and Champagne, in order 
to make a diverfion that way, with ten or 
twelve thoufandmen, After the King’s ar- 
rival at Lyons; the combined army were to 
advance towards the capital, and putto the 
fword whoever dared to obftrué their paflage ; 
and when arrived in the plains of Paris, a 
blockade was to be formed with a view to 
reduce it by famine. The original minutes 
of this plot, the whole in the General's own 
hand, have been depofited in the office of the 
Committtee of Relearches. The Secretary 
clandeltinely got them out of his mafter’s 


bureau and fubftituted the copy he had made 


according to his order ; he was then atThury, 
a country-houfe belonging to Madame Cafline. 

A thort time after he left him to return to 
Paris, from whence he wrote him word; 
that having found fome employment in the 
capital, he refigned his place of Secretary to 
M. de Maillebois. ‘The General, aftonifhed 
at the contents of the letter, immediately 
fufpected he was betrayed; he rau to his 
bureau, and not finding the original of his 
project, ordered polt-horfes, and inftantly 
decamped to Breda, of which place he is the 
Governor. 

In confirmation of the above depofition, 
two letters have beenreceived from Turin, 
and conveyed to the oflice of the above Com- 
mittee, By them it appears that M. le Che- 
valier de Boune, Aid-de-Camp to Marthal 
Broglio, was the perfon who carried to that 
Court M. de Maillebois’s plan. Court d’Ar- 
tois refufed to adopt it; and faid, he was 
very well at Turin: that he had made an 
arrangement with his creditors in France, 
and that his whole thoughts were bent on his 
private affairs. It is whifpered thatthe Sar- 
dinianAmbaflador had been ordered to advance 


the firft loan, and that the fpanifh and Nea- 


politan expected fimilar orders. 


The high charaéter of this officer, render- 

ed him little liable to fufpicion, and his friends 
ftill aflert that he is unjuftly and traitoroufly 
accufed by his Secretary, with a view only 
of obtaining a reward for the difcovery. The 
event muft determine how far the denuncia- 
is well founded, ’ 
' It is reported with eonfidence, that the 
Court of Stockholm is in negociation with the 
Duke of Mehlenburg Schewrin, for the fale 
of feyeral Swedith pofleflions.
